R. SHLFFEY swoke at great 
length.—He protes&ed to have no 
intention to embarrass the progress of the 
bill. T he deep interest which every iti%n 
felt, or ought lofecltin the protperityof 
the country, compelled him to give his 
reasons against the bill. He differed es- 
sentially ^om its friends ; but would t^ 
no means impeach the purity of their 
motives ; and he would expert the 
same liberality to be extended to him by 
gentlemen. He conceived the bill to ba 
pregnant with ruin to tho countjy. 
If 
the majority of this house had deter- 
mined to change the attitude of the 
nation, thty ought directly to hare 
presented tho question of war; and 
although he should have resisted war 
in every possible shape, yet the mo- 
ment tlie house would say that war 
must be declared, no man would go 
further tlian he vould, in voting means 
to prosecute thit measure with Tigour 
and success. But a full developement 
of the causes, and the objects of the war, 
had not been made in a satisfactory man- 
ner. 
Then was a great difference be- 
tween those causes, and those objects. 
The causfs of a war might be ample, 
; without ts presenüng a subsuntial ob- 
I ject 
Toe object as well as the causes, 
I might h} sufficient, and yet the means 
I of conducting the war might be inadc- 
' quate. 
{ 
He had looked for • developement of 
; the oijects of that measure which the 
housf iveie calculated upon to adopt a- 
gainK Great-Britain, and 1; Qni tirftich, 
wbe i once taken, they couW not recede, 
lie oad seen only high-coloured state- 
' meats of the wrongs, which she had in- 
! flicted upon us. In the presence of this 
august assembly and of the nation, he

not oniy agamst 
Grcai-ilritain, but the other ^belligerent 
too. 
Uur not going to war when these 
cuuses lirst aroae, was a proof that the 
objects ol war, were not substantial 
The orders in council were justifiable 
cause ol war. 
One belligerent had no 
right to wound its enemy, through tl»»; 
medmn» of neutrals. 
Indeed thosö or- 
ders were hostile to the policy it was 
tne mtercst of lingland herselt to pur- 
sue. 
Eitlier tlie Berlin decree was a 
niCi'C dead letter, or it was not. 
Ii that 
decree were nugatory, |hen surely ii 
could not justily the British «rders. 
If 
it were not nugatory j if it prevented 
Uritisn manufactures from going to tlic 
condtient, the British orders could not 
subserve the policy of England agamst 
her enemy. They interdicted American 
vessels fram going to France, when the 
Bedin decree iuelf had prohibited then» 
froiii going there with lintish manufac- 
tures. And as lo the remainder of Ame- 
rican trade with France, it was in arti- 
clt^ which were not i»eceiisary to her 
pej>ple, and which she could raise at 
hotue. 
The trade in colonial produce, 
carried on in American vessels, was» 
prohibited by the Berlin deci'ee. 
I'hc 
ßiltish orders therefore ifijured neu- 
tr^s, without affecting the enemy. This 
fufnishcd the cuuse u( war to us ; but, 
wiis it prudent to go to war ior this 
ciuse ? He admitted that in tiie im- 
pbssnient of seamen, Great-Britain had 
injured us ; but not to the extent gnne- 
Pj^Uy supposed. 
He protested against 
«aging a war for the protection of a/iy 
^her than native-born American sea- 
en, or tliose who were citizens whtu 
e Independence of the country was a- 
ieved. It was enough to protect them 
hile they remained within our territo- 
cs.

tions of all civilized nations who claimed
